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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office Action is the answer to the communication filed on March 2, 2000, 
which paper has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-8 are pending in this application. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Silverbrook et al (hereinafter Silverbrook), U.S. Patent No. 6,442,525. 

Regarding to claim 1, Silverbrook discloses in an authentication chip in which 
secret data is manipulated, a method of shielding manipulations of the secret data from 
observation, including the steps of: 

operating non-flashing CMOS structures in the chip, in which pMOS and nMOS 
transistors are driven such that they do not have intermediate resistance simultaneously 
during a change of state of the CMOS structure, to manipulate the secret data (columns

205-206); and 
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operating conventional CMOS inverters adjacent the non-flashing CMOS 
structures at the same time (columns 202-203). 

Regarding to claim 2, Silverbrook discloses generating continuous circuit noise to 
drive the conventional CMOS inverters (columns 202-203). 

Regarding to claim 3, Silverbrook discloses generating continuous circuit noise to 
a tamper detection line and driving the conventional CMOS structures from the tamper 
detection line (columns 203-204). 

Regarding to claim 4, Silverbrook discloses driving the conventional CMOS 
multiple times faster than non-flashing CMOS (columns 208-209). 

Regarding to claims 5-8, Silverbrook discloses an authentication chip for 
performing the method as discussed in claims 1-4 above, moreover, Silverbrook 
discloses a noise generator connected to the conventional CMOS inverters (see column 
202, lines 54-67). 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected.

Brown et al (US 4,852,680) discloses vehicle anti-theft system sith remote 
security module contain a CMOS semiconductor.

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Harari et al (6,149,316) discloses a flash EEPROM system contains a CMOS 
semiconductor.
